FOUND AT LAST? 


The I'ol.siin In Sorghum—An Entirely 


Xe^v Opinion, 


Dr. Avory, chemist of tho Nebraska 


station, has been investigating the sor- 
•hum poisoning of cattle. As stated in 
Farm and Ranch, Ur. Avory has nna- 
.yzed every part of the sorghum plant 
and found prussic acid in leaves and 
italics in dangerous quantities at cer- 
tain stages of groAVth and in harmless- 
ly minute quantities at other stages. 
Sorghum of normal groAVth,' of four 
feet and over, contains very little and 
sometimes none of tho poison, but tho 
stunted growth contains it often in fa- 
tal amounts. Tho findings of professor 
Avory indicate that the common opin- 
ion that it is second growth sorghum 
that kills is well founded, as those cat- 
tle eat that which not only has an ab- 
normally high per cent of the poison, 
but the very parts of the plant where 
all the poison is stored, tho leaves and 
stems, the stems having the greater 
proportion. In matured sorghum most 
o£ the stem is rejected, and the amount 
of poison in the ports oaten is not suf-

The moment 1 had placed these 


words on paper in the above order I 
knew from the words scar, beard and 
hair that it contained a description oC 
the murderer. I also inferred from the 
words crisp, live, bill, ten and national 
that it also contained a description o£ 
a bank bill or bills that had been tak- 
en. My first effort in deciphering tho 
message resulted as follows: 


Man called on me, beard and hair, red 


scar on forehead, took ten new cri*p five 
dollar bills on (some) national (bank).

forehead, stabbed m« because I called. 
.(He) took ten new crisp five dollar bills 
all of the Tenth National. 


Since the bank might have been the 


Fifth or the Tenth National, I went to 
both and learned at the Tenth that it 
had paid out some new five dollar bills 
the day before, and Mr. Klapper's ac- 
count showed he had been paid 550 the 
same day. 
Therefore the last part of 


the message read, "Ten new five dollar 
bills, all of the Tenth National."

Arid, speaking of starving, where 
was I to get anything to cat during 
the coming day <j? more? 


This question slowly but curely forc- 


ed all others from my mind, for I had 
eaten all of my hoecake that I had not 
given away, I had roasted my sweet 
potatoes at dinner time and felt, as I 
ate them, so full that I wouldn't want 
another morsel till morning, but an 
hour of trot and gallop had caused a 
radical change of opinion.

sell, and my morning's search for corn 
soft enough to eat had not been en- 
couraging enough to justify me in try- 
ing again.

We were marched to the front to take 


the Johnnies from their captors and 
bring them nearer the rear. There be- 
ing no building near by. we camped 
them in a cluster near the roadside, 
clearing horses away to make room for 
them. Their own horses were prudent- 
ly tied a troop or two distant, so that 
none of them, should lie attempt to 
escape, could get his mount. 
They 


were not bad looking fellows, though 
they did uot appear very soldierly in 
their uniforms, no two of which were 
of exactly the same tint of gray and 
scarcely any two of the same style of 
button. None loo':ed as if he might be 
& "fire eater," and the majority were 
men of middle age. 
Nearly all of our 


own troopers were youug. None seem- 
ed very sad or angry. 
In fact, they 


didn't at all meet my ideas as to south- 
erners and prisoners or' war.

were ordered to sit or lie down, but 
were not bound or restrained in any 
other way, except that there 
were 


guards, revolvers in hand, in front and 
rear of them, and we were quietly or- 
dered to keep a little blaze all night in 
the fires which were nearest, so that 
no one could attempt ro get away with- - 
out being seen. 


As the sergeant—who chanced to he 


Hamilton—and 1 had nothing to do 
but post and relieve the guards, we lay 
on the ground and engaged some of the 
captives in conversation.

they were all Georgians, most of thera 
from small villages or plantations, and 
they did not know much about the war 
except that they were sorry it broke 
out. but they had felt it their duty to 
stand by their state.

er we had chatted a little while, "that 
you uns was all to blame for the war.

I heard this story so many times dur- 


ing the war thai I bad to do a great 
deal of being sorry for the enemy. 


Our prisoners had been told to bring 


their provisions with them, and as 
they had eaten nothing since dinner 
time they asked permission, uhich was 
readily granted, to do their cooking at 
the fires. Their ration* were so differ- 
ent from ours that it was interesting 
to look (>Q. 
Instead of boiled fat pork 


they had raw bacon, thin slices of 
which they fiiixl or toasted OD sharp- 
ened sticks. 
Some had white bread, 


others biscuit or hoecake, while two 
or three mixed meal and water and 
: 


made 
hoecakcs in the frying pans 


which several of them carried: others 
had sweet potatoes, which they baked 
in the ashes. 


Oh, how hungry the smell of their : 


cooking made me! 
I understood fur 


the first time why it \\as that some of 
the poorly fed children in our town 
used to stand around the bakery \A hile 
the bread, cakes and pies were being 
taken from the great oven in the cellar. 
Some of the Johnnies asked us it' we 
wouldn't eat with them, but Hamilton 
and I. half starved though we were, 
declined until I noticed that none of 
them 
was 
making 
coftee. 
Then, a 


brilliant idea-struck me. 1 asked one 
of them whether southerners never 
drank coffee at supper time. 


"Not unless they can cit it," said he,

I went to the servant of our officer's

The t\vo legs thus braced rest against 
stakes dm-en in the ground, and the 
third leg brought toAvard them at the 
foot raises the top of the derrick.

Avery has ana- 
lyzed every part of the sorghum plant 
and found prussic acid in leaves aud 
stalks in dangerous quantities at cer- 
tain stages of groAvtb and in harmless- 
ly minute quantities at oilier stages. 
Sorghum of normal groAvth. of four 
feet and over, contains very little and 
sometimes none of the poison, but the 
stunted groAvth contains it often in fa- 
tal amounts. The Endings ot'4'rofessor 
Avery indicate that the common opin- 
ion that it is second groAvth sorghum 
that kills is well founded, as these cat- 
tle eat that Avhicii not only has an ab- 
normally high per cent of the poison, 
but the very parts of the plant where 
all the poison is stored, the leaves and 
stems, the stems having the greater 
proportion. In matured sorahmn must 
of the stem is rejected, and the amount 
of poison in the pans eaten is u a suf- 
ficient to do any harm.

"If the Avriter may venture from the 


safe ground of experiment inio the 
uncertain field of speculation, he Avould 
suggest that the presence of nitraies in 
the toil may facilitate the formation of 
prussic acid in the plants. It is Avell 
knoAvn that in semiarid seeLions much 
of the nitrogen in the soil is in the 
form of nitrates, while in Avell Avatered 
sections the greater part of the nitro- 
gen is combined Avith humus. May not 
this fact explain Avhy sorghum, stunted 
by an occasional dry season, is seldom 
fatal to stock in the east and that 
manj- of the most severe outbreaks oc- 
cur whore irrigation is practiced?"

the lamp was burning, though the oil 
was nearly exhausted.

(He) took ten new crisp live dollar bills" 
all of the Tenth National. 


Since the bauk might have been the 


Fifth or the Tenth National, I went to 
both and learned at the Tenth that it- 
had paid out some new five dollar bills 
the day before, and Mr. Klapper's ac- 
count showed he had been paid S30 the 
same day.
